Here ig.an account ‘in a nutshell’ 
of the provision contained in the 
prehibition and partial prohibition 
amendments to the constitution 
which will be submitted to the peo- 
ple on the pallot at the next gen- 
eral election in November, this year: 


Prohibition wili go into effect on 
January 1, 1920, in California, if 
the measure receives a majority of 
the votes cast. 

No alcoholic liquor shall be manu- 
factured, kept or sold in, or be in- 
troduced into, or be received within 
the state, except for medical pur- 
poses, sacramental, or mechanical 
purposes, - 

Alcholic liquor shall mean all li- 
quor which contains more than one- 
half of one per cent of volume of al- 
cohol. 

Where the alcohol is mixed with 
other drugs so as to prevent its be- 
ing used as a beverage, it is ex- 
empt under the law. _ 

Violations of 1aw punishable by 
$100 fine or one year in jail, or 
both, for first offense, and not. less 
than $200 nor more than $2500 and 
not less than thirty days in jail, or 
both, for subsequent offenses. 

Possession of internal revenue re- 
ceipts shall be prima facie evidence 
of violationsf law. 

The adoption or defeat of this 
‘measure shal] in no way be affected 
by what happens to the partial pro- 
hibition amendment, 

Partial prohibition will go into ef- 
fect January 1, 1918, if it carries.
